‘Rogers Opposes 


Homestead Tax 
By Inland Dist. 


TRT 

FORT LAUDERDALE, July 31. 
— Opposition -to` the tax levy 
agajnst homestead exempt propér- 
ey assessed by the Florida Inland 
Navigation district this year was 
registered by Congtessman Dwight 
L. Rogers Monday. It was the first 
expression on public affairs which 
he drafted and introduced into the 
state legislature in 1934. The act 
relieves homestead property from 
all taxes up to its first $5,000 val- 
uation except debt service ` levies, 
he said. 

Street or sewer construction 
would be included under this ex- 
ception, Rogers pointed out, for it 
applied to a levy which contri- 


utes to the inherent and intrinsic 
benefit of the homestead property. 


“The one:tenth ‘of one mill levy 
to be assessed this year for pay- 
ment of all expenses, {ncluding 
purchase of rights-of-way and 
other property by the district,” 
Rogers said, “is not in my opinion 
Mncluded within the category of 
spécial assessments for benefits.” 

In 1935, the Floridi. supreme 
court ruled that the revenue from 
such a levy would be spent in a 
way that would benefit all proper- 
ty in Volusia county, then under 
discussion, and directed the Volu- 
sia county commission to levy the 
tax, it was stated: It is on the 
basis of this decision, it was learn- 
ed, that the tax on Palm Beach 
and Broward county property was 
levied.
